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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U. S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - \ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 1 1, stands rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by MacLeod. 

3. MacLeod is considered to disclose all the recited subject matter (figure 5) of a coil spring 
forming a spring shaft with winding of spring steel with a rotational axis and a coiled winding 
axis. The windings having a cross-section different from a circular shape. As can be seen in 
Figure 5, it is the profile of a diamond. With respect to the recitation of the spring shaft acting 
with at least one edge scrapingly on contamination of the pipe walls, such is considered the 
intended use of the claimed device. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention 
must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of 
making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. 
See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 
1963). It should be noted that, in column 3, lines 20-3 1, MacLeod says the device can be a saw, 
file or rasp, indicating that the device can scrape. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

6. Claim 13 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over MacLeod. 

7. MacLeod discloses the claimed invention except for the cross section being a square 
whose one cross section diagonal runs at least substantially radially to the rotation axis. It would 
have been an obvious matter of engineering choice to modify the cross section of the coil spring, 
shown in figure 5, of MacLeod to be a square, since such a modification would have involved a 
mere change in the shape or form of a component. A change in shape or form is generally 
recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Dailey, 149 USPQ 47 
(CCPA 1976). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 12 and 14-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 6/2/2003 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

10. In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation that the claimed device is "for the 
cleaning of interior pipe walls" has not been given patentable weight because the recitation 
occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it 
merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of 
the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or 
structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 
(CCPA 1976) mdKropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

1 1 . Further, with respect to claim 1 1 ? in response to Applicant's argument that MacLeod is 
not a rotary tool and cannot be used as a rotary tool, a claim is anticipated if each element of the 
claim is found, either expressly described or under principles of inherency, in a single prior art 
reference, or that the claimed invention was previously known or embodied in a single prior art 
device or practice. 

12. The law of anticipation requires that a distinction be made between the invention 
described or taught and the invention claimed. The question of whether the reference is 
analogous art is irrelevant to whether the reference anticipates the claimed invention. The 
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reference may be from an entirely different field of endeavor than that of the claimed invention 
or may be directed to an entirely different problem from that addressed by the inventor. Yet, the 
reference will still anticipate the claimed subject matter if it explicitly or inherently discloses 
every limitation recited in the claims. In re Schreiber 44 USPQ2d 1429 (CAFC 1997). 

13. The rejection of claim 13 hinges on the rejection of claim 1 1 . Suffice it to say that, since 
in column 3, lines 20-3 1, MacLeod says the device can be a saw, file or rasp, indicating that the 
device can scrape, it is considered that the inside and outside of the device to MacLeod can be 
used to scrape or file and the shape of the cross-section, whether a rhombus or a square, still does 
the same function: cutting and scraping.
